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The Burleson-Felter annexation area (approximately 97 acres) is located in Travis County south of Burleson Road
approximately 1,100 feet west of the intersection of Burleson Road and McKinney Falls Parkway. This area includes
two tracts of land currently in the city’s extraterritorial jurisdiction and adjacent to the city’s full purpose jurisdiction
on the north side. Development in the area includes mixed commercial and industrial uses and vacant land.

The Northridge Park Section 2 annexation area (approximately 97 acres) is located in Travis County at the northeast
corner of the intersection of Manor Road and Old Manor Road. This area is currently in the city’s extraterritorial
jurisdiction and is surrounded by the city’s full purpose jurisdiction. Development in the area includes 16 existing
duplexes and 92 additional undeveloped single-family or duplex lots, the Austin Independent School District Lazy
Creek Sports Complex and vacant land.

The Ribelin Ranch Preserve annexation area (approximately 546 acres) is located in Travis County north of FM 2222
approximately 900 feet north of the intersection of FM 2222 and McNeil Drive. This area is currently in the city’s
limited purpose jurisdiction and is adjacent to the city’s full purpose jurisdiction on the north and west sides. This
area includes the remaining portion of Ribelin Ranch consisting of undeveloped preserve land.

The Circuit of the Americas annexation area (approximately 1,458 acres) is located in Travis County south of Pearce
Lane approximately one half mile east of the intersection of Pearce Lane and Ross Road. This area is currently in the
city’s extraterritorial jurisdiction and is adjacent to the city’s full purpose jurisdiction on the northwest side. This area
includes undeveloped land owned by the State of Texas in addition to undeveloped agricultural parcels, a segment of
the right-of-way of Elroy Road, and the Circuit of the Americas site.
